have  moreover  tasted  the  ;(ood  word  of  God 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come,  and 
are  fallen  away,  to  be  renewed  again  to 
peuani!e,<.iriu!ifyiii!i;a^';iin  tn  themselves  the  Son 
of  God  and  making   him  u  iiiockiiiy."     (Hob, 


vi.,  4,  ftu.)  W.'  may  Hay  .livi  with  Christ 
our  Lfird  that  "the  last  stHti-  ol  that  man  is 
worse  than  the  first."  (M:itl.  xii.,  45.) 
Human  pride  in  this  case,  likf  the  sin  of  thti 
angels  who  rebelled  againil  <;od  in  Paradise, 
is  enormous,  and  the  unfortunate  apostates, 
imitating  those  demons,  arc  too  proud  to  re 
pent  or  to  ask  pardon  of  God.
